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Politics of Gurope. 


The Shipping Report of yesterday announced the appear- 
ance of a Ship standing in from Sea, her name not then ascer- 
tained. Intelligence of the Giascow Frigate having touched at 
and sailed from the Cape is communicated in the Madras Papers 
lest received ; and we hear (on better authority than the former ac- 
count of her arrival in the Hooghly) that she has reached Ceylon. 
We may therefore hourly expect her appearance at the Sand Heads. 


The Bombay and Madras Papers that reached ns vesterday by 
the Dawk, each contain an abundaoce of Eurepean information, of 
a date subsequent to that ofour direct arrivals here ; though after 
go long an interval we are surprised to find so little of variety or 
importance. With the exception of the tumult at the Queen’s 
Funeral, the journies of the King to and from Ireland and 
the Continent of Europe, and the minate details that usual- 
ly accompany Royal movements in every quarter of the 
globe, and furnish the principal theme of admiration even in 
the Ukbars of Delhi, we hardly observe any event of political 
consequence. The expectant world requires something of deeper 
and higher interest, however, than such details, and waits impa- 
tiontly for those indications of increasing wisdom and liberality 
in Governments, which are demanded by the spirit of the age, and 
which the well disposed and orderly among mankind must desire to 
see springing from a conviction of their utilitv and necessity, rather 
then wrung from the grasp of power, by violence, and convulsion. 

Though the kindness of a Friend we have reecived a File 
of London Papers to the 30th of September, which will enable 
us to offer something daily for some time to come. in addition 
to the articles communicated from Madras, and previously pre- 
pared for publication. From these last. the Reader will find 
two long reports on certain plots at Madrid and Saragosaa, 
which appear to us like those of Thistlewood and others, to he 
mainly instigated by those who wish to bring rational Liberty 
into disesteem. It is clear that the pen engazed in drawing up 
these reports isfuriously hostile to liberal principles of Govern- 
ment, and dwells on the repetition of “ faction” and “ sangninary 
animosity” with as much zeal, and probably as much sincerity as 

the memorable Champion of Social order here. If the inhabitants 
of Madrid could read there the Prospectus of Jonw Bui IN THE 
East, published in June last, they would conclnde that plots 
of the most treasonable and diabolical description were hatch- 
ing in Calcutta, that the Supreme Government was about 
to be overthrown, and the “Tool of Faction” aiming at a 
seat in Council at least; yet am observer from the spot 
might have told them that there was perhaps no city on 
eatth more’ quirt or secure than this City of Palaces, and 
have added that amidst all its mixed and numerous population 
there was not one more disposed to protect the social order he 
was represented as so busy to disturb, than this very “ Tool of 
the Faction” himself. {t is highly probable, if we could see 
the Defence of the accused individual at Saragossa who denies the 
whole story, and dwel!s on the absurdity and inconsistency of the 
Evidence throughout, that we shou'd forma very different esti- 
mate of the matter. We publish it as we receive it. and must 
wait patiently for further elucidation : —but we would direct the 


Reader's attention to the fact stated in a note, rezarding the non- * 


existence of certaia meetings, spokenof by the witnesses, been sa- 
tisfactorily praved: to the absurd assertion respecting masonic 
lodges ; and to the Letter of General Riego in the 4th page, where 
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he attributes the whole matter to the Enemies of liberal princi- 
ples, getting ap plots, as in other countries, to bring the real 
Friends of Liberty into odium and disgrace. We trust, how- 
ever, that their designs will be frustrated every where.

Hampshire Telegraph, October 1, 1821.—Tucsday’s London 
GAZETTE announces that his Majesty has been pleased to grant to 
Admiral Sir J. P. Beresford, K. C. B. permission to accept and 
wear the insignia‘of a Knight Grand Cross of the Royal Portu- 
guese Military Order of the Tower and Sword. 


Paris, September 18.—-The Duke of Chatre, first Gentleman 
of the Chamber to Louis the XVIIIth, left Paris yesterday for 
Calais, to congratalate his Majesty George IV. on his arrival on 
the French territory, and to convey the invitation of his Rovalk 
Master, requesting the honor of a visitin the French capital, Or- 
ders have been dispatched to the various Prefects along the route 
of his Britannic Majesty, to receive the illustrious visitor with all 
the honors due to his pre-eminent station, -It was rumoured for 
some days that his Majesty would first visit Paris, aud thence 
proceed toGermany, It is now ascertained “that from Calais he 
will immediately on his debarkation take the roite of Brusselr, 
Early in the month of October we shall have the honor of his 
Roya! presence in this capital. The political mateh-makers are 
eagerly providing the British Throne will a Queen. The pre- 
pouderance of opinion is in favor of an illustrious Hungarian la- 
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dy, who, they say, is destined to preside over the female dignity 
of England, and to perpetuate, in his Majesty’s line, the heirs of 
the Protestant succession. The arrival of his Britannic Majesty, 
and the agitated state of events in Spain, absorb the conversa- 
tion of every circle, 


London, September 24, 1821.—The Paris Papers of Frida 
contain a letter from Frankfort, which states that one of the con™ 
ditions required of the Tarks by Russia, was the cession of a 
port in the Archipelago, where a Rassian squadron might be sta- 
tioned at the expence of Tarkey. in order to secure the execu- 
tion of the ovher stipalations.—The Porte has issued a Manifes- 
to, disclaiming all acts of tyranny or oppression which may have 
been committed against any portion of its subjects, and com- 
manding persons in authority to take the utmostcare that the 
peaceable Christian inhabitants of the Empire may not be mo- 
lested. 


The merchants and manufacturers at Frankfort are not con- 
tented with the Fair; the retail dealers do not make consider- 
able purchases, and buy at very low prices. The very low price 
of grain is the cause of this stagnation. The English callicoes, 
notwithstanding their moderate price, do not meet with much 
demand ; those of Switzerland are sold more extensively. 


An Extraordinary Convocation of the Diet of Norway will 
take place, itis said, in the Spring. The King of Sweden, who 
has latterly felt his influence over the decisions of that body to be 
on the decline, is aiming at popularity with them, by conferring 
honors on its most distinguished Members. His Majesty has 
appointed a Committee to draw up a plan for separating into 
classes, and finding employment for prisoners detained in the 
state fortresses ; also for procaring every possib'e ameliovation 
of their situation. 

Two interesting Tarkish documents were received to-day ; 
one dated 18th July, is addressed by the Grand Vizier to Count 
Nesselrode, Rassian Minister of Foreign Affairs, in consequence 
of the refusal of Baron Strogonoff to receive the answer of the 
Porte to the Russian note. The other is the answer itself, which 
was sent with the former to Count Nesselrode. They are drawn 
up with great simplicity ; and are marked by an earnest desire 
to conciliate the Russian Government. There is, however, a 
striking difference in the tone of both, as they relate to the per- 
sons to whom they are immediately addressed—that to the 
Foreign Minister is highly complimentary to his justice, 
moderation, and pacific sentiments; whilst the Ambassador is 
charged, with more candonr than courtesy, with falsifying the 
facts which he was inthe habit of communicating to his Court. 
The Porte evidently regarded Strogonoff as an inveterate enemy, 
all whose efforts were directed to light up a war between the 
two powers, which will account for the harsh truths which have 
been addressed to him, Count Nesselrode is said to be opposed 
to hostilities, and to be upheld in his opposition by the Emperor. 


A letter of the 22d July, from Angostura, allading to the bat- 
tle of the 3d of that month at Calaboza, says, that the British legion, 
cosisting of 330 men, are most highly eulogised. Bolivar gives 
them great praise, and mentions their Colonel in the handsomest 
terms. The private letters speak of their undaunted courage with 
wonder and admiration. The Colonel, Ferrier, received a ball 
through his thigh; the second in command, Lieutenant Colonel 
Davey, was severely wounded; several British officers were kil- 
led; half the men, it is also said, were killed and wounded. 
Peaz, and somo other Chiefs, were dreadfully conspicuous in the 
field: ‘not more than one-third of Bolivar’s force was called 
into action. 


Madrid Papers have reached town to the 5th instant. Great 
fermentation exists in that capital. What the secret causes are, 
cannot yet be thoroughly ascertained. A plot is, however, stated 
to have been discovered to bring about a Republic, in which the 
eclebrated Riego was a party; and he has been conveyed a 
prisoner to Lerida. The following is an outline of the asserted 
conspiracy :—Two French refugees, named Hasson and Montar- 
lot, conspired to revolutionize Spaio and France! and the Spanish 
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police seized, in the lodging of Montarlot, a state paper in em- 
bryo, which disposes France prospectively under a Republican 
Government, with the renowned Montarlot for its President, and 
La Fayette (who, no doubt, never dreamt of the honour intended 
him) Commander-in-Chief of the National Guard, M. Montarlot 
had even prepared patriotic songs, to be sung by the National 
French Army, ia which his own name figures considerably. Such is 
the extravagant scheme into which Riego and Mina are supposed 
tohave entered! The sensation caused by these transactions in 
Madrid has been very great. General Morillo having been re- 
moved, the King appointed successively two War Ministers, both 
decrepid and unpopular men, who declined their appointment, 
The Secretaries of State had also sent in their resignation. In 
the mean time turbulent clubs of the capital have aided greatly 
in exciting the populace; and on the 4th instant, they assembled 
in a state of high commotion. One of their demands is reported 
to have been, that the “Ambassador of France should be sent 
home.” This sprang from a general impression, it seems, that 
the French Ambassador possessed a large influence with King 
Ferdinand, and abused it to the injury of the nation. The retara 
of the King to Madrid is described to have been another object 
of much anxiety and of angry importunity with the people. The 
Minister Bardaxi proclaimed by torch light, on the Sth, that the 
King would not repair to the capital until the 28th, for the open- 
ing of the Cortes; a communication which did not serve to allay 
the general spirit of discontent.—More recent accounts serve to 
allay the dread of some convulsion at Madrid ; the public alarm had 
subsided, both there and at Saragossa. The ridiculous plot still 
remains a mystery ; but a third French adventurer, named Van- 
dancourt, is now added to the others with whom was said to have 
originated the famous schemes of French invasion. Don Jose St. 
Martin is named Political Chief of Madrid and its dependencies, 


Extract of a letter from the Agent to Lloyd’s at Constanti- 
ple dated 25th August :—‘ Since my last of the 10th instant, 
every thing has remained tranquil, and this is the more fully con- 
firmed by the renewal of some commercial operations. In con- 
sequence of the government having refused to take more corn, 
about 130 cargoes have gone forward, amongst which are several 
that had been contracted for fifty days ago, and it is to be feared 
that some serious loss will ensue, as they could not be in a fit state 
for a long voyage alter such detention. The Camsrian frigate 
arrived at Smyrna the 18th instant. The general opinion now 
seems to bein favour of peace.”—A circular letter has been ad- 
dressed by the Tarkish Government, to commanders of provinces 
enjoining them to give every protection to the peaceable and unof- 
fending Greeks, and also to those who having been rebels should 
return to their allegiance. The Patriarch had issued an injunction 
exhorting the Greeks to submission,—By sea nothing of impor- 
tance had occurred. The Tarkish fleet had sailed from Rhodes for 
Prevesa, in order to relieve Patras. The Greek fleet were much 
disheartened, and divided amongst themselves ; they had made 
an attempt to land at Scala Nuova, but bad been repulsed by the 
Turks.—The affair relative to the detention of the cargoes of 
corn in the port of Constantinople, daring the embargo, has been 
amicably adjasted by the interference of Lord Strangford the 
British Ambassador. 

Letters from Constantinople, which reach to the 20th August, 
announce that the inhabitants enjoyed in that capital a tranquillity 
which, the writer states, leaves nothing further to be desired, as 
not more than two or three murders are committed per day! 

Letters from Smyrna of the 17th ultimo, were received this 
day, at which period tranquillity was perfectly restored. In con- 
sequence of the news of the departure of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor from Constantinople, the French Consul and his suite had left 
Smyrna. 

During the last week 445 passengers arrived at Calis ; the 
same number of packet-boats left that port for England as arrived, 
but the number of Passengers was greater, viz. 514— aris Paper.

The Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Liverpool, the Earl of 
Westmoreland, the Earl of Harrowby, Viscount Sidmouth, the 
Marquis of Londonderry, Earl Bathurst, the Right Honourable 
N. Vansittart, Viscount Melville, the Duke of Wellington, Lord 
Maryborough, and Lord Stewart, 


Parliament was further prorogued from the 26th of Septem- 
ber to a future period. 


After the Council, R. Birnie, Esq. was introduced to hi® 
Majesty by Viscount Sidmouth, as Chief Magistrate of the Police» 
upon which occasion his Majesty was graciously pleased to con- 
fer on him the honour of Knighthood. 


His Majesty, it is said, will travel on the continent under 
the title of the Earl of Dublin. 


When the King arrived at Brecon, on his way to the metro- 
polis, he was informed that four criminals had been condemned 
to death. He immediately desired an interview with the Judges, 
(who were then holding the assizes,) which lasted for a censider- 
able time, and the result of it was, his Majesty’s most gracious 
respite of their sentences. 


Vianna, Sept, 13.—By advices from Constantinople of the 25th 
ultimo an Eoglish ship from Liverpool, and Alexandria, bound to 
Constantinople has been taken by some privateers from Spizzin 
and carried into the of Isle Coco, between Candia and Rhodes,” 


Letters from Milan announce, as a rumour generally preva- 
lent, that Bergami died on the 10th of August. The cause of his 
death is variously stated; and, on this subject, certain persons 
relate very strange particulars, but every one looks upon the thing 
as certain.— Gazette de France. 


Vienna, Sept. 13. —The Austrian Osserver of this day con- 
tains official news from Constantinople, dated August 25th, accord- 
ing to which the firmans of the Porte, and the exhortations of the 
Patriarchs of the Greek nation, have attained the desired end. 
Calm is perfectly restored there ; the merchants and manufacturers 
can now pursue their affairs and business in perfect security, 
without fear of molestation, even in the most insulated quarters 
of that vast capital. 


On the 19th, a pastoral letter from the Patriarch was read 
in all the Greek Churches, which assures the Greek community of 
the protection of the Government, and, at the same time, recom- 
mends peaceable conduct on their part. 


Orders have been dispatched to the corps of Janizaries to 


evacuate the whole extent of Wallachia and Moldavia on the 
right of the Danube. 


. 
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Frankfort, Sept. 14.—Mr, Lamb, the British Plenipotentiary 
to the Diet, has, very unexpectedly, returned here from England. 
He is causing apartments to be prepared in his extensive hotel, 
for the reception of His Majesty King George IV. After having 
made an excursion to Wilhelmsheehe, the King will travel incog, 
under the title of Count de Luneburg, te see his sister, the Queen 
Dowager of Wartemburg, at Louisburg. We learn that his Ma- 
jesty bas received invitations from Berlin and Vienna, and that 
towards the end of October several Sovereigns will meet in the 
capital of the Emperor of Austria. 


Lisbon, Sept. 8.—The Ministers of war and marine have 
either given in their resignations, or received their dismissal. 
The Ministry has just been renewed; it is now composed as 
follows :— 


Foreign Affairs —M. Silvestre Pinheire Ferreira 
Marine—M. Ignace de Costa Quintella. 
Interior—M. Philip Ferreira de Aranjo e Castro. 
Justice—M. Joseph de Silva Carvalho. 
Finances—M. Joseph Ignace de Costa. 
War—General Pamplona. 


The first two formed part of the preceding Ministry, the 
second (Quintella) has only been transferred from the interior te 
the marine, in which department he is much better placed in his 
quality of Vice-Admiral, as he is an excellent naval officer, and 
very brave and active. 


The third is a man of merit, a Magistrate ef emjnence and 
integrity ; he was Intendant of Potice under the Constitutional 
Regency ; he has since been elevated to the dignity of Chancel- 
jor of the Supreme Court of Jastice.— Relacac. 


The fourth was one of the members of the Constitutional 
Regency ; he is an enlightened Magistrate, and ardently attach- 
ed to the new order of things. 


The fifth is one of the first advoeates of Lisbon: a man 
learned in commercial Jurisprudence especially, and in all 
branches of the administration; he is besides active and pru- 
dent; he enjoys the confidence of the whole mercantile body. 


The sixth is well known in France, where he served under 
Napoleon, and since the restoration of the King.—Courier 
Francais, 


Madrid, Sept. 13.—General Morillo bas just been reinstated 
in the functions of Superior Governor of Madrid and Captain- 
General of New Castille. This measure isa mortal blew to the 
revolutionists of the Fontana d’Oro.—Gazette de France. 


Constantinople, Aug. 25.—We confidently hope that there 
will be no war with Russia. The English Ambassador, as well 
as the Austrian, French, and Prussian Ambassadors, do every 
thing to prevent war. The Turks wish for peace. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 4.—The Military Gazette remarks, 
upon an article in a German journal, respecting British Africa; 
—** With all due respect for the private sources of information, 
as well as for the African papers, we must confess that we are 
ata loss to discover whence these papers and private authorities 
know that the power of England, in the two Indies, may perhaps 
notlong continue. We believe, on the contrary, that no prophe- 
cies are so uncertain in the accomplishment as those which have 
for their object a decline of the English power. The latest events 
sufficiently prove how egregiously people have been mistaken on 
this sabject.—They who, from a transitory pain in the little finger 
of a healthy man, should infer the decay of his strength, would 
surely make a very false conclusion.” 


Sierra Leone, May 26.—Another Portuguese slave vessel 
has been seized by his Majesty’s ship Montana, Capt. Finlaison, 
with nearly 400 slaveson board. They had sailed for this place 
from Cape Coast. 


The East India Company’s chartered ship Lapy CaARRINGTON 
is reported to have sailed from St, Helena, in company with the 
Essex whaler, on the 9th of August, and to have parted from her 
in lat. 6. south, long, 4, west, on the 12th of August. It is stated 
she left the Moira at St, Helena. 
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Hayti and its population is every day acquiring new interest. The 
first attempts have been made here by the once oppressed and enslaved 
blacks, not only to obtain their personal freedom, bunt to establish a 
regularly organised system of government. The experiment now 
promises success. The present ruler of Hayti, Boyer, as far as we 
have become acquainted with his character, appears to have correct 
ideas of government, disposed to cultivate the arts of peace, and to lay 
the foundation of the permanent prosperity and happiness of his 
fellow-citizens. 


The fact once settled, that the blacks of Hayti will sneceed in 
establishing a regular government, the relation of the United States to 
this people becomes of vast importance. Situated as they are, upon 
our coast and speaking our language, ought we not natarally to expect, 
that their example will have a powerful influence upon our blacks ? 
And is it not worth oor while to establish a good understanding with 
them, that this influence may not be a dangerous one? Hayti, under 
its present circumstances, must be, and in fact is, viewed by the 
southern planter with great anxiety ; while its valuable commerce 
renders it an object of interest to our merchants. 





CAPE HAYTIEN, JULY 29, 1821. 
Establishment of a Commission for Public Instruction at Cape Haytien. 


His Excellency the President of Havti, whose anxiety is constant- 
ly directed towrrds the happiness of his fellow-citizens, has appointed a 
Commission of Instruction for Cape Haytien; the Members of which are, 
Citizens Mancella, James Simon, Chavrier, and Prevost. 


On the 23d of July, the General of Division, Magny, Brigadier Ge- 
neral Nord Alexis, and the Members of this Commission for Public Ins. 
truction, visited the primary school. General Magny there, in the pre- 
sence of the young pupils, pronounced the following address to the Mem- 
bers of the above-mentioned Commission :-— 


“ Crrizens—Pablic instruction being one of the important vehicles 
of national prosperity, has been established in Hayti by a law, which de- 
fines your duties as members of the commission for public instruction. 
I will not attempt to expatiate upon the benefits of education ; its sa- 
lutary effects are well known to you; but as a father and citizen, per- 
mit me to refer you to the fifth article of the law, to which I have above 
referred ; you will there discover the true foundation of national glory, 
the talisman which, under every emergency, will direct you.” 


The General then proceeded to name the Commission, and to de- 
clare them appointed to their office, by the authority of the President. 


An answer to his address was returned by one of the Commission, 
Prevost, in the following terms :— 


“ Generat,—It belongs to the worthy chief of a free people to re. 
fect, that education enlightens, assists, and enconrages men; that it 
renders them better, inasmuch as it renders them more happy. The 
man, indeed, deprived of education, is like a mass of inert matter, or an 
unfinished work, incapable of discerning between zood and evil, but 
more susceptible of evil, and therefore the plaything of the ambitious, 
who can employ him against himself and to his own rnin; buat education 
by improving him, enlivens and displays the faculties of his mind, com- 
pletes nature’s work, and forms useful citizens, whu are the more valu- 
able, in proportion as they understand their various rights and duties, 
as they are convinced of the respect they are bound to pav to the Sn- 
preme Author of every thing, to the laws, to those who administer the 
laws, and as they practice the daties which citizens owe to each other. 
Then it is that men know what constitute laws, country, and the domes- 
tic virtues. 

** Born in a climate highly favoured by Heaven, the young Haytiens 
have a surprising aptitude for instruction; the elements of science, 
which are elsewhere viewed with dread, they acquire with facility. 
Perhaps among the pupils now present, education alone is wanting to 
call into action the now dormant talents of another Newton, d’Alembert, 
Montesquieu, Lavoisier, Rousseau, Racine, or even Voltaire.

‘Spanish General Riegos. 





The Universat, Spanish Paper, of the 15thof September, contains 
the following letter, written by General Riego to a friend, including 
others which the General wished to see puvlished :— 


Dear Anprew,—The officer, full of years of service, who forgetful 
of the strict obligations which the general rules of the army impose on 
him, should neglect his peculiar duty in the receiving and the obeying of 
orders conveyed to hin through a legitimate channel, would probably al. 
so have failed with respect to the order communicated to him on the 
31st of August last from Calanda. I think it right to transcribe here 
literally, the follwing letter, as trasmitted to Dou Gines Sanches, the 
King’s Lieutenant of your city, that you may cause it to be printed. 


T have learned by your letter of yesterday’s date the disagreeable 
occurrences which have taken place within these few days, aud the ap- 
propriate and energetic measures which, according to the direction of the 
superior Political Chief, have been taken to anticipate the frightful storm 
with which we are threatened, as appears from the proclamation of the 
28th current. Your attention, that of all the good citizens of this 
pacific neighbourhood, and also my own, ought to be particularly 
directed to what was done after my departure from Navarre, and 
also to the proceedings which occurred on the 22d, which closed 
with the agreeable and patriotic design of counter-blancing, or even 
destroying, should that be practicable, the fatal effects produced 
by the mere pressure of that unpatriotic enemy of our liberty, 
the very Rev. Archbishop of Saragossa, by putting forth cer. 
tain general principles of disanion and discord which were -sup- 
pressed by my presence and zeal for the consolidation of the system, 
Your enemies are also my mortal enemies, and therefore they did not 
lose an instant in putting in motion all their obscure machinations to 
disunite us, and in the sequal to succeed at least as partially, An ardu- 
ous enterprise indeed! and one in which, if from generosity we do not 
yield the ficid to them, they must infallibly become the victims of their 
own blindness and egotism. 


You will recollect the fatal epoch of the first days of September 
last year, in which, from the want of foresight, such a terrible blow was 
given to the graud progress of our wise institutions that the evils 
already produced are incalculable, and divine Providence can alone 
tell how many others are to follow. Since that time the enemies 
of our inalienable rights kave begun to raise their heads, and 
the greatnes« of their insolence is demonstrated to us by the different 
risings which have taken place in the province, and the existence of se- 
cret forgers of the heavy and frightful chains which are preparing for us 
if we be weak enough to become the victims of their infamons aitifices 
and horrible plans. They well know that the only means :emnining to 
them by which they can hope for victory is to misrepresent the Liberales 
to the uninformed people by describing them not as Liberales, but as 
ambitions men who aspire to high stations. They also well know that 
the man who had the disinterested ardour to be the first to grasp the 
sword which was to tame despotism, carried with him wherever he might 
go, the reputation of opening by his patriotic harangues the eyes of the 
innocent people, still buried in the grossest ignorance with respect to the 
knowledge which all ought to possess of our constitutional rights and 
duties. I therefore think, I cannot be mistaken, when I say that all the 
alarms, reports, lampoons, and tricks which prevail, originate in a plan 
to divert me from the patriotic tour I am making in the province. 


Unhappy were my country, if my presence only could preserve 
public tranquility in the distinguished city of Saragossa. Let then, all 
Liberales, real lovers of freedom, display volour, energy, and patriotism 
in whatever may be necessary for putting down the malevolent. Hither- 
to I have only visited six towns, and I have seen installed three patrotic 
Tertalias in Calanda, Alcaniz, and this place, which are governed by 
solid judgmeut, sound knowledge, and true patriotism. I have the noble 
pride of believing, that my exhoriations in public prodnced a good and 
necessary effect towards our felicity. From what you have stated to me 
in your letter, I shall certainly proceed this night to Bujarolox, and af- 
terwards to Basbrasto whither you may write to me. In case the 
intrigues of those who, unhappily for themselves do not see the precipice 
on which they stand, shoald assume a serious and decided character, I 
assure you that I will hasten, with the huadred brave men who follow 
me, to confound the arrogant and perverse race, who will not be satisfied 
with the peace we have conceded to them. 


Be pleased to order this letter to be printed in the journals of your 
city, that my ideas aud sentiments respecting the late occurrences may 
be made known to whoever shall please te read them.

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Remarks of a ¥oung Greeks Student. 


From the Morning Chronicle. 





The following remarks havebeen transmitted to ns from Paris, and 
are said to have been written by a young Greek Stndent, jnst ashe was 
on the eve of quitting the French capital to join the victorious Army of 
YPsiLaNTI:--- 

‘* Of all the events which mark the history of the present age, few are 
more surprising or worthy of attention, than the strneele that has com- 
menced between our anhappy country and its Turkish oppressors. 
What indeed can be more interesting thin the resurrection of a people 
who had been, as it were, politically dead for nearly twenty centuries ? 
The Greeks have, in fact, ceased to exist as a nation, ever since the Ro- 
mans began to interfere in their concerns. On forefathers could never 
be induced toharmonize with the former masters. of the world: and al- 
though the transfer of their capital to Byzanriam, and conversion of the 
Emperors to Christianity made Greece one of the most important props 
ofthe Eastern Empire, its institution and government continued to be 
Romun until the fall of Constantinople ; an event which was followed 
by its speedy subjection to the Ottoman yoke. By this fatal change, 
the people were stript of their property, and incapacitated for civil or 
military employments. Left withont a single gnarantee for life or free- 
dom ; exposed to the cruelty of an odious government and barbaro"'s race, 
they did not relinqnish all hope of being one day able to break their 
fetters ; and thongh the probation was long, the sword is at leneth drawn 
and the sheath thrown away; so that either their re-establishmen’ as a 
nation, or total destraction as a people depends on the issue of the pre- 
sent momentous contest. 


The war of liberty is fraught with importance in other respects ; 
shonld the enterprise be crowned with success, onr projected social or- 
ganisation, on a basis of unequivocal independence, will be a source of 
immense benefit to our brethren in the rest of Europe, by adding the 
weath and industry of a populous and prodnetive country te the general 
stock. It will, on the other hand, form a borrier to those projects which 
have long threatened to destroy the balance of nower, and involve the 
nations in awar still more sanguinary than that from which thev recent- 
Iv emerged ; while the barbarian policy of the Turkish Goverement has 
been invariably opposed to the interest of civilised Enrone, its imbecility 
has rendered it at all times an easy prey to the ambition of a powertul 
neighbour, which aims at driving it across the Dardanelles, If once 
constituted into an independent state, Greece will counteract many of 
those evil effects, which must arise from the actual relative position of 
the two Powers in question. 

With respect to Turkey, a thousand instances might he cited to 
prove, that this feeble and distracted Empire retains nothing of its for- 
mer attributes but its atrocity and bad faith. The late shocking deeds 
perpetrated under the eyes of the Foreign Ambassadors, and in the very 
face of the declarations from Laybach, sufficiently demonstrate the princi- 
ple of the government, and the blood-thirsty character of the people. 
While these horrid transactions are proceeding, and the project of exter- 
minating trom eight to ten millions of Christians is openly avowed, what 
does Europe or rather its Governments say? They exchange diplomatic 
notes, and employ their public writers to discuss whether the Govern- 
meut of Turkey is legitimate? And whether the Greeks are not afflict- 
ted with the Carbonari? As ifan usurping and tyrannical Government 
could be regarded as legitimate by a people who have never recognised 
its validity ; and to which they have never been bound by any oath, or at- 
tached by one solitary henefit. Finally, which has not changed its po- 
sition with regard to Greece since the very first honr of the conquest ? 
It should also be observed, that the Mahometan population on the coasts 
of Asia Minor, in the Islands of the Archipelago and of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, bear no proportion to the aboriginal natives ; they are besides to- 
tal strangers to habits of industry, and having been sent merely to guard 
the country, they view it in the light of a recent conquest. 

At a time when we are daily stunned with declamations on moral 
obligation; Christiaa faith, or social order and legitimacy—when so mach 
has been said against the spirit of conquest and usyurpation—while the 
Emperor of Austria’s son-in-law is sent to perish on a burren rock, and the 
fairest portion of Italy given up to fire and sword, to prevent what are 
styled dangerous principles ; how does it happen that the unjust antho- 
rity and usurped power of the Purte should alone be respected? Is it 
because the Grand Seignior does not recognise the religion of Christ, or 
because himself and his predecessors hive so long enjoyed the privilege 
of shedding Christian blood at their pea-are? Perhaps it arises from 
the people’s being in the habit of strangling one sultan, while the legi- 
timate successor is suffered to ascend the throne, or is it because the 
Greeks are decended from a people who were tlre founders and friends 
of human liberty ? Surely the memorable facts of our forefathers having 
created the arts and sciences, and propagated Christianity, furnish no 
good reason why their descendants should be offered up as holocausts to 
modern legitimacy! As, however, all traces of this political dogma has 
been so long interrupted amongst us, it would only be a common act of 
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justice to allow the Greeks to adopt the form of Government most cou- 
genial to their wishes, thus for once at least recognizing the legitimacy 
of the people. 

Conyuered by the most ferocious sect that over existed, and go- 
verned with unheard of cruelty by their rapacious masters for nearly 
four hundred years, what has Greece to do with legitimacy? Notwith- 
standing the distempered doctrines of those who still continue to oppose 
the spirit of the age, it is no trifling consolation for us to know, that the 
great majority of the Earopean family is ia our favour, and that its voice 
will now be raised to advocate the cause of religion, justice, and huma- 
nity! 

Enlightened politicians, Christians of every denomination, and all 
the real friends of civilization will not, cannot fail to espouse the sacred 
cause in which we are engaged ; with those, our efforts to regain the dig- 
nity of men, and shake off the galling yoke of Mahometanism, will ouly 
be regarded as an act of duty and farther development of the great 
designs of an over-ruling Providence. Those who have exerted their 
eloquence in the senate, and devoted a part of their fortunes to the re- 
moval of African slavery, will not be indifferent to the far more deplo- 
rable fate and unuappy lot of their white Christian brethren, Can such 
men be indifferent t> the victory of innocence and right over violence 
and brute force? Lastly, to the triumph of Christianity over the blood. 
stained doctrines of the Koran? 


Let the friends and fellowmen to whom we thus appeal never 
forget that if the people of Greece continue to be embarrassed 
and obstructed by the wavering policy of one power, or  insidi- 
ous designs of another, there must, in such a lamentable case, be 
many chances against the ultimate success of our endeavours ; 
above all, they should keep in mind, that if the grand object of 
effecting onr deliverance fail, our doom is inevitable—we shall 
cease to exist, while the eternal shame of the catastrophe must 
attach to the whole of Europe, which, possesing such amplt means of 
averting the horrid spectacle, remained pas-ive lookers on, if they were 
not immediate accomplices in those dreadful butcheries which consumes 
mated the work of extermination.” 


Aspect of Affairs tn Greece. 


EXTRACT OF A PRIVATE LETTER FROM LEGHORN, DATED SEPT. 10, 











(From the Constitutionnel—Paris Journal. ) 

“The spectacle which Greece at present presents, ava ndoned as she 
is toherself, is truly imposing. She is withont arms, without ammuni- 
tion, and without ships of war. Her soldiers, like her ancient heroes, 
are obliged to defend themselves with slings and clubs; and yet this 
forlorn state they have twice conquered and destroyed and burnt two 
Turkish flotillas, They hive reduced almost ail the fortresses of the 
Archipelago, and the humiliated Turks have surrendered and delivered 
to the Greeks the aris which were destined to have been employed 
against them. What have the descendants of Saladdin, the haughty 
disciples of Mahomet, hitherto opposed to these victories. Nothing 
except massacres of women, children, and old men, peaceable and de- 
fenceless beings whose blood has bathed the streets of Smyrna and 
Constantinople. What I say will appear extraordinary 5 and £ shall 
perhaps be asked whether [ take no acconnt of the united forces of the 
Ottoman empire, of the Asiatic troops daily arriving at Constantinople, 
and iff expect that the immense Tarkish empire will be overthrown 
by the efforts of a dispersed people, who are destitute of resources, and 
whom many persons affect to call rebels. But I shall reply to these 
objections in another letter. In the meantime the followin g is the news 
we have here: 

‘A passenger who sailed in the last vessel which has left this port 
for the Morea, writes, that the Turks besieged in the fortress of Mo- 
nambasia, offered to capitulate, proposing to leave their arms, baggage, 
aud ammunition, on condition of their lives and liberty being gnaranteed 
tothem. The Greeks, more humane than their enemies, agreed to these 
terms, and the convention has been executed. There were fonnd in the 
fortress twenty thousand muskets and a quantity of ammunition. The 
Turks, thanks to the Provisional Government, have been better treated 
than they expected. Famine and disease rage in all the other forts, and 
they cannot hold out long. The destruction of the second Turkish fleet 
is an event of great importance, and its relations are so multipled, that 
new results daily follow from it. Two vessels which left Constantinople 
on the 19th arrived here to-day. They report that off Colonna they spoke 
to Captain Cercowick, bound to Genoa, who told them that two Greek 
vessels, which boarded him, had informed him of the tota! destraction of 
the Turkish fleet. This fleet, after losing eight vessels in the battle of Sa- 
mos, took refuge between Cos and Rhodes, where the Greeks again at- 
tacked and destroyed it entirely, with the exception of a ship of the line 
and two frigates, in chase of which they were left. These vessels con- 
firmed the report of the massacre at Coustautinople, in consequence of 
this news becoming kuowa there.” 
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FRAGMENT OF ANOTHER LETTER, TO M. J. PARIS, BATED LEGHORN, 
SEPTEMBER 15. 


« According to letters direct from the Morha, and which reach to 
the 23d of August, the principal Leaders of the Greeks have sueceeded 
in introducing, both into the civil and military departments the wished 
for order ; in consequence of which, affairs are now taking a most fa- 
pourable turn. The leaders chiefly congratulate themselves on having 
succeeded in mitigating that spirit of reprisal which the craelties of the 
Turks had, in fact, rendered excusable, but which was, nevertheless, in- 
jurious to the interests of the Greeks. The difficulty of checking this 
spirit was the greater, as the Greeks, besides the ages of oppression 
which they had to avenge on their barbarous oppressors; were exaspe- 
rated toa deeree difficult to be conceived, by the recent atrocities com- 
mitted by the Turks, in cold blood ; on unarmed men and women; 
and in partic ilar om the Patriarch, the Synod, and the clergy. Those 
who know how strongly the Greeks are attached to their religion, and 
the strictness of their manners, are alane capable of judging of the effect 
which the barbarities of the Mussulmans could not fail to produce on the 
minds of this people. 

The Turks of Monambasia, who have surrendered their fortress, 
were struck with the calm firmness which the Greeks displaved in their 
conferences. The follownig are the terms of the capitalation : — 


“$1. The Turks shall surrender their arms, with all the munitions 
of war.—2. Those who wish to remain in the country shall conform to 
the laws of the conquerors.—8. Those who desire to leave the country 
shall be safely conveyed to Egypt. 

“In this fortress, which is one of the strongest in the Morea, the 
Greeks have found more than 9,009 stand of fire arms, and a great quan- 
tity of ammunitions of war.”., —————

Spanish General Mortilo. 
Erents which transpired in Madrid en the 20th of August last: with a view 


of antecedent circumstances, and their results, down to the 27th of 
the said month: — 





«The nomination of General Morillo to the post of Captain-Gene- 
ral of New Castille, was very vawe leome to the American faction at Ma- 
drid ; and the very day on which it took place, this faction endeavoured 
to effect a revocation of the appointment: they ¢ vuld not, however, suc- 
ceed so promptly as intended ; but they continned to intrigue to obtain 
this triumph. Individuals, made prisoners in America, sent to Spain by 
Morillo, and elected at Madrid representatives of the same places in 
which they had fomented discord, laboured incessantiy, in the very bo- 
som of the Cortes, to destroy this brave General, Within and without 
this same assembly, other individuals who, since the year 1810,. have 
Kxed at the expense of the instigators ef the insurrection of the Ameri- 
ean colonies, have co-operated to the same end. Since Morillo has con- 
pected himself with ane of the Lodges of Madrid, (the object of which 
i not known,) and not with the Comuneros, as the latter affirmed he 
Rad; aad has proved, by his actions, his firm intention to prevent the 
gapetition of insults offered to the person of the King, to re-establish dis. 
eipline amongst the troops confided to his command, and to enforce res- 

t towards them, these individnals began to denounce him as a servile, 
and to excite against him the hatred and mistrust of persons interested 
in the continuance of disorder, and who only wait a favonrable occasion 
ta provoke the hostility of more powerful characters, as may be clearly 
discerned. The two factions finally resolved to sacrifice Morillo, by 
@rawing him into a position in which they thonent it probeble he would 
@isplay his energy. The incorporation of the Guards of St. Jerome 
(whose criminal conduct is notorious, since they abandoned their stand- 
ard. and the person of the King, whom it was their duty to protect), 
into the cavalry corps of the garrison of Madrid, in quality of Captains, 
Bieutenants, and Snb-Lieutenants, rendered the project more easy of 
execution. These men, who viewed with dread ‘he edifice of St. Martin 
whose aspect reminded them of their disgraceful proceedings, and in 
which were placed their comrades who remained faithful to their King, 
for which they are denounced and caluwniated by them, were desirons 
that the first scene should take place on this spot; and not knowing 
which would the more provoke Morillo, the desertion and not very sera- 
pulous delicacy of a base offiter, who would leave the guards already 
prisoners, at the discretion of the factious, or the resistance of an honou- 
rable officer, who would defend his post, they chose both these means to 
exasperate him. Thos, daring the night of the 18th, the prisoners were 
under the care of Don Blas-Leso, first Lieutenant, a man of dastardly 
mind aod il] conduct, (1) the factions tribe presented themselves at the 
post which he commanded and insulted the prisoners. Leso, far from 
preventing their desigus, joined them, and opened the doors under his 
charge. But the heroic and well known conrage of the faithful Guards, 
who prepared to defend themselves, deterred them from advancing far-

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ther than the interior courts of the convent, where they repeated their 
iasults; and as Morillo was ignorant of what was going on, and did not 
present himself at this spot, which was, however, the principal object, 
the factious quietly retired. Leso deprived two Guards, who had com- 
plained of his conduct, of all communication. 


The following night (the 19th) the factious again assembled in that 
quarter, and began singing the Tragalu, aud withdrew without naking 
any attempt. 

On the night of the 20th, the post was commanded by Estarico, an 
Officer of the Ist Regiment of Grenadiers, a well disciplined courageous 
soldier, and a man of high honour. About half-past nine a considerable 
number of the factions, armed, presented themselves at his Station, cal. 
ling themselves the Sovereign People ; and evincing a disposition to at- 
tack him. Estarico called out his guard, armed, and not succeeding 
in persuading the throng to disperse, he caused his men to foree 
them back with the bayonet; but no injury was done. He then s¢ ut 
a messenger to inform Morillo of his situation. The factions also 
made known theirs to their partisans at La Fontana @’Oro, by means 
of eight or ten of their companions, who, passing through the Rue del 
Arenal, proclaimed, ‘ Citizens, the Rights of the 
overthrown.’ 





. Sovereigu People are 
The inhabitants of Madrid immediately shut themselves 
up in their houses. The Cinb Fontana hastened to reinforce their friends 
at St. Martin. During this interval, Estarico had despatched a second 
meassage to Morillo, and had taken iuto custody one of the factions who 
attempted to attack him. 


The club De la Fontana came up ; and at the same moment Morillo 
also arrived, atteuded only by an orderly. The General sent for troops 
to the spot, and, with excessive prudence, he used exhortations and 
warnings, until three o'clock in the morning, to effect the dispersion of 
the factions, who cried death to Morillo, let him die. (2) Morillo continu. 
ed to go his rounds during the remainder of the night, without anv thing 
new happening. The Political Chief (3) took part with the factions, 
and bribed the Alcade of the quarter St. Martin, (4) to draw up the 
process-verbal of the event, by favouring the authors of the commo. 
tions, and imputing crime to Morillo, and the officer Estarico, 


On the following day (the 2ist) at ten in the morning, Morillo was 
informed that the National Militia were assembling at: the Gates ded 
Repéso, on the Palace of the Constitution, with the design of attacking 
St. Martin; and he immediately caused the Guards who were prisoners 
to be transferred to different quarters, by officers on whom he could rely, 


“On the same day, at one o'clock, the factions assembled at la Pu. 
erte del Sol, to disenss the necessity of assassinating Morillo, and after 
having vented insults against him and the person of the King, they dis 
persed. Afterwards the Cowneros (5) held a general meeting, and 
agreed with the Fontana to prepare the officers of the garrison to dise 
obey Morillo, At four o'clock the Sorereign People again assembled 
in the Saloon del Prado, aud opened the sitting by singing Trugala 
Musica de Riego. 

“ Morillo being informed of this new meeting, hastened to the Pra- 
do, accompanied.by O’ Doyle, provisional Commindant of the Regiment 


-of the Infant Don Carlos, au experienced and courageons offi: er; and 


their presence sufficed, at least in appearance, to operate the disper. 
sion of the Sovereigns. As the evening closed, the factions withdrew to 
the front of the Fontana, and Morillo returned to head-quarters, A few 
hours afterwards, the Fontana decreed the assassination of Moiillo, who 
was informed of it on leaving the barracks of Sagantum, where the of- 
ficers had notified to him that they would not obey his orders, because

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he was a servile and had trampled on the rights of the Svrereign People. 
He afterwards went to the quarters of the Regiment Dou C irlos, where 
he was more fortunate; there he learned thut the factions, who had sur- 
rounded his honse to execute the seutence passed at the Fontana, had 
been dispersed by the sentinels on duty, who exelaimed, ‘ Our Geneval 
for ever.”” (6) 


* Notwithstanding the new aspect which the position of the Can- 
tain-Generai seemed to take, he saw, bevond donbt, that the battalions 
of the Guard, that of the Infant Don Carlos and the Prince’s Resiment 
of Cavalry, althong' they maintained good disciniine, and were alwave 
obedient to his orders, had amongst them many evil-intentioned Chiefs 
and Officers ; that the Civil Anthorities were in anison with the factions; 
that the Municipal Body made common canse with them: that the Go- 
vernment appeared dissolved; that the Brigadiers Serrano, (7) and 
Torijos. (8) the former, Colonel of the cavalry regiment of Sagnntum, and 
the latter of the infantry regiment of Ferdinand VIL; the Commandant 
Dominguez, and other officers all Comaneros, composed a permanent and 
directing Junta, of the factions ; and finally, that the Roval Familv were 
besieged at La Granja, by soldiers thirsting for blood, andn der the se- 
cret guard of Ballasteros and Quiroga. Ail these consideration com»elled 
him to parsnue a conduct which would paralyse the consequences 
he dreaded. Very soon afterwards he began to shew how little he 
esteemed command, and shortly afterwards he sent in his resignation. 
The Minister of War, Moreno, who was closetted with his clerks, 
hesitated, but afterwards he profited of the occasion, ond ordered 
Morillo to give np his command to the Governor of the place, Monte- 
Mayor (9). The night of the 21st passed over withont any thing novel 
transpiring, further than insas vented upon the King. ” On the 22d; 
the factions were restrained by the disposition which the troons evin- 
ced in favour of Morillo. Séveral quarrels happened; particular- 
ly at the arch St. Gines, between two chasseurs of the regiment 
Ferdinand VII., and two fusileers of the guard; the former, sword 
in hand, wanted to compel the latter, who were nnarmed, to join 
them in the ery—‘ Liberty for ever! Death to Morillo! The fuasileer 
disarmed and wounded their antagonists, erving at the same time— 
© Long live the King and Morillo for ever !"”—The factions, however, at- 
tributed their moderation to their apparent triumph, the Political Chief 
having officially annonneed, through the medinn of the Fontana Associa- 
tion, that Morillo had been dismissed from command. 

* On the 23d, the people of Madrid were alarmed; the factions 
Sovereigns restrained ; the Minister of Grace and Justice in communi- 
cation with the permanent Deputation; the Municipality deliberating in 
secret; the Minister of War consulting with his clerks, and unwilling to 
resign, Morillo was at La Granga, and the Ministers of the Interior 
aad the Colonies on the road for the same place. 


** His Majesty, witha dignity and character traly great, has main- 
tained his resolution, that Morilto should continne to fill the post of 
Captain-General, and that the Minister of War shonld be dismissed. 
The Minister of the tnterior, that of Grace and Justice, and that of 
Foreign Affairs, although they conld not on this oce»sion act econ- 
trary to the willof his Majestv, have londly manifested their disap- 
probation of the King’s resolution; all of them have threatened to 
resign their respective departinen's, and held a Meeting at the Fon- 
tana, at which neither the nomination of Don Diego Contador to the 
Ministry of War, nor the continuation of Morillo in his command, was 
approved of. But the latter pursned te proper course, and wonld not 
re-assime his command until he had received satisfaction, and he has 
by the mediam of the Press, contradicted the calumnies of his adversa- 
ries ; at the same time, the majority of the garrison have manifested 
their opinions in his favour. His enemies are on the alert ; and some 
of them have even appeared to defend him in the public papers. It is 
not known whetuer their dastardly fears have induced them to do so. 


“Such was, on the 27th, the result of these events. They will 
necessarily lead to othere ; but, in the mean time, the Spanish libellists 
are labouring to distort facts, as if the whele of Europe were not already 
well convinced of the crimes of a faction composed of men who, with- 
out a conatry ar religion, and relying solely on the laxity of discipline 
in the troops with which they keep two nations under their yoke, and 
their Kings iu real captivity, have no other end in view than to preci- 
pitate theminto an abyss of horrors and disasters, besides being desir- 
ous of extending their infernal projects to other nations.”

Extract from the Fiscal Accusution instituted for verifying the princi» 
pals and accomplices in the plan for substituting a Republican Government in 
the stead uf the Constitutional, by which we are now governed, presented by 
Don Juan Asonsco y Villuendas, Examining Fiscal of the first division of 
the Court of First Instance for Saragossa aad its district, 


During the latter days of the month of August last, an idea pre- 
vailed in the capital of Arragon, that enemies of order, of a new and 
sangninary character, had formed the design of destroying the Consti- 
tutional Government, aiid establishing a Republic. The accounts which 
the saperior political authority réceived of this design were so frequent- 
ly re eated and so corroborative, that it was considered necessary to 
take suitable measnres for securing public tranquilfity, one of which 
was to call for the aid of the judicial power, in order to discover and 
punish the delinquents, Such is the motive in which the present process 
originated, and which is proved to be well-founded by the fact, that 
nearly all the witnesses, 36in number, admit their knowledge, from 
current report, of plans for the establishment of a Republic.—The re- 
sult has been the complete discovery, that Citizen Don Francisco Villa- 
more, Officer of the Chamber of Propiostor the this province, and Lieute- 
nant of the first company of the first battalion of volunteer militia, was 
animated by the desire of establishing a Republic, to be consolidated 
by assassinations and the most scaudalons robberies. ~The persons to 
whom he has disclosed a small part of his projects are not few, as their 
declarations shows. The zeal with which he prosecuted his object, the 
artifice which he employed to enlist men in his enterprize, and the man- 
ner in which he insinuated himself into the good opinion of those he 
wished to seduce by suitiug his conversation to the capacities and noti- 
ous of (he men he addressed, are circumstances which are very distinct- 
ly marked in the process, and which leave the reader vothing more to 
desire, except to know the accomplices of this criminal, if he have any, 
for as yet no knowledge of them has been obtained. 


The Fiscal then describes the proceedings of the accused Don 
Fraacisco Villamor, according to the evidence. 


Don Mariano Loseos, first Serjeant of the Militia Artillery, was the 
second witness examined. He stated, that on the 234 or 21th of August, 
he went to the house of Don Francisco Villamor, who had seat for lim 
on the preceding dav, ang-whom he foand in a room on the right of the 
staircase. Villamor began with stating to him that the persons in autho- 
rity did not act according t» the principles of the Constitution, that theie 
throats onght to be cat, and that the same should be done to the arch- 
bishop, canons, curates, and friars, Hes sid that the King had too mnch 
power, and taking the Coastitation out of his pocket, read it, and then 
o»served that these leaves should be torn ont, and the full sovereignty 
left in the people.—To all this Lescos made no reply. Villamor next 
said to him, that a Republic was to be formed, and that he relied for 
that purpose on the cav urv, and som companies of the volunteer mili- 
tia; and that he hoped to persaade the regiment of (Asturias to: assist, 
He directed the witness to collect all bis friends to aid tiis project, for 
which movev would not be wanting. He wished the witness to come to 
him on the following day, to receive full information respecting the 
plan, bat he did not return, Villamor at the same time told witness, 
that he and the persons he could collect, as well as those who might 


join them from other quatters, were to repair to Constitution-square, 


where the provincial grena liers would be drawn up, but would disperse 
after the first fire. That then the disorder and confusion would com- 
mence by the rabble proceeding to assassinate and plander, and that 
the Republic should be immediately proclaimed with the ery of * Live 
the Sovereiga People.” From that momeat a check would be pat to 
the disorders, the rioters would be taken into custody, and some of them 
shot. 


Loscos having asked whether any persons of distinction were ene 
gaged in the scheme, Villamor merely replied, that as soon as the 
business shoald be done, General Riego would put himself at the heat 
of the measure. Loscos farther deposed, that he believed this convere 
sation to have been held in consequence of the confidence Villamor 
placed in him, as he had served in his company of militia, and that they 
had been on friendly terms since the 5th of March, 1520. That two 
davs after this conversation, being in front of the L uion Coffee-house, 
he met Don Benigno Arbiol, quarter master of the militia artillery, 
and having seen the said Arbiol speaking with Villamor, asked him 
whether he had heard any thing of the Republic? To which Arbiol 
frankly answered in the affirmative, aud stated that he expected him 
(Loscos) to give instructions and to fix the place of meeting. ; To this 
the witness replied, “ that he had received no instractions ; and he 
added, that he believed Villamor had spoken on the subject to Valera, 


Barcelona, as be had sceu them both together. 
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Maria Navarro, the mother of Loscos, confirmed his being called 
to go to Viliamor ; and stated that she had gone to seek her son, and to 
tell him that he must go to Villamor’s house as quickly as possible. 


Benigno Arbiol confirmed what was stated above by Loseos, res- 
pecting their meeting; and stated on the 25th of Auguct last, he con- 
versed with Don Francisco Villamor in front of the Union Coffee-honse ; 
Villamor poposed that they should go out one night, to which he (wit- 
ness) replied, * Very well;” but did not ask him where, nor did Villa- 
mor intorm him, 


Valero Barcelona stated, that he had spoken to Villamor on the 
21th or 26th Angust, who said to him that the Government did not go 
on well; to which witness replied, that that was true. In the seqnel 
Villamor asked witness whether he could assemble eight or ten men on 
a night which he should mention, The .witness asked for what purpose. 
Villamor replied, to establish the Republic. Then witness asked what 
was the Republic? as he did not understand the term. Villamor repli- 
ed, that it was something for better securing the Constitation. Witness 
then said, that was very right, for it was what he had sworn to, and 
what he wonld defend. Witness, not being satisfied with Villamor’s 
definition of the term Republic, conferred upon the subject with Loscoa, 
and said, ‘‘ Mv good fellow, do settle this donbt for me.” He then re- 
peated to Loscos what he had stated above, and Loscos replied, ‘* What 
we have to defend is the Government and the Authorities.” 


Don Francisco rtiz, Sub-Lieutenant ef the third company of the 
Ist battalion of volunteer militia, said, that on the 24th or 26th of An- 
gast, Villamor called upon him in the sqrare, and said that things were 
going on badly, as the authorities did not do their duty, that they onght 
to be punished; and that it wonld be necessary to ent their throats, as 
well as those of the friars of St. Domingo ; that there was a scheme to esta- 
blish a Republic, and that he would pnthimselfat the head of every thing ; 
that some confirsion wonld be permitted, in order that the people might 
plunder. He charged Ortiz to collect sufficient men, and to make a list 
of them. The witness then described Villamor to have mentioned treops 
upon whom he conld rely. in the some way as the first witness had done. 
This conversation was continned in the presence of two foreigners whom 
witness does not know, and who went away; after which Capt. Don 
Juan Ballastero came np; and then (or else on another occasion when 
they were all three together), Villamor’s scheme became the subject of 
conversation. Before this conversation they had had another upon the 
same subject, in which Villamor, thonght he did not speak so savagely, 
atill dwelt on his project for establishing the Republic ; and in one of 
these conversations he said that the principaldhing to be done was to 
proclaim the sovereignty of the people. 


Captain Ballastero stated, that on the 24th or 26th of Angust, pass- 
ing throngh the square, Villamor came up to him, and observed that the 
authorities were not doing their duty, and that it was neeessarv to get 
rid of them. Ballastero pretended to be of his opinion, and Villamor 
asked him if there was any man in his company who would enter into 
the scheme sincerely, for in that case they shonld have some of the pro- 
perty of the friars divided among them ; and requested that witness wonld 
give him a note of the men he conld rely npon. Villamor farther stated, 
thathe hada plan which he would explain to them soon after the blow 
was given; all that the witness cenld learn from him was, that the 
meetings would be held in the Hotel Ossoro.* The mvsterions speeches 
of Villamor made the witness suspect him, but he could gather nothing 
from him except a repetition of the idea of getting rid of the authorities. 
Next night being with Villamor in Constitution-square at the time of 
beating the retreat, viras were given forthe Constitution and the Con- 
stitutional King. The witness observed, that Villamor then appeared 
uneasy and said— There has been plenty of that already,” and that it 
was “‘ wretched stuff." On hearing this, the witnsss exelaimed— 
“ What! I thought you wonld have heen one of the first for these things?” 
He replied “ Yes ; but these vivas should not be given now, nor patrio- 
tic songs, there being no Riego."" When the viras were given for the 
Constitution and Constitutional King, Villamor cailed ont in jest—“ Viva 
the Virgin of the Pillar.” 


That the day after the conversation above mentioned, the witness 
met Villamor and said to him, ‘*When are you to give me the plan of 
the Jantas?” To which the latter replied, ‘* For that purpose it is ne- 
cessary you shonld make yourself a Freemason. In lodge von will see 
the light of day. There all are brothers, and nothing is wished for but 
more liberty.” The witness then said, * Let as go there ;” but still 
Villamore did not inform him where the meetings were held, though 
among those who attended he mentioned Don Mannel Parraga as a per- 
son possessing his fullest confidence. (This last mentioned topic of Free- 
masonry is made the subject of inquiry in another examination, but 





* A separate inquiry has been instituted respecting these meetings, 
and it has been ascertained that none were held in the Hotel Ossoro, and 
it bas pot been discovered that they were held any where else. 
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withont any discovery being made as to where the lodge is held, or who 
are members of it.) 


Don Franciseo Lac mentioned his meeting Villamor on the 22d or 
23d of Angnust, when the latter said to him that the Constitation did 
not work well, and that ‘it would be necessary to pull some folks down, 
and to take some lives. The witness asked Villamor whether he had 
any support, and he replied that 3,000 persons were engaged in the plan, 
including the troops and many of the militia. He then proposed to the 
witness to collect friends on whom he could rely to assist in the plan. On 
the 26th, Villamor asked the witness whether he had spoken to any 
friends, and he answered that he had, but found them very cold, and 
that they wished to know what great men were at the head of the plan. 
“It is von that are cold,” said Villamor, and turned on his heel and 
left the witusss, 


Don Jose Lamota had spoken to him of a plan for overthrowing 
some authorities. He said he had lists of certain persons who would be 
assassinated if necess ary, bat did not name them. 


Pedro Pallarnelo stated, that on the 26th of August, Villamor met 
him in the Ball-square, and asked him whether he was pure? The wit- 
ness replied, that thongh he had laid aside the militia cap, he was, like 
his companions, always ready to defend the Constitution.—Upon this 
Villamor observed that it was necessary to purify it. That, said the wit- 
ness, should be done by the Government, which has the power to do it. 
After some further conversation Villamor said that all that was wanted 
was ten or a dozen assassins, that they should go to the prison, put an 
end to the Sacristan of Seo, and take ont Perico Gutierrez and others 
connected with the sedition of the 14th of May. The witness not liking 
this snggestion, left Villamor, who had in the course of their conversati- 
on said, that though he had a place, he was not satisfied to see the wit- 
ness, and others who had assisted in establishing the Constitution, go 
unrewarded, and that all ought to be equal. 


Don Manuel Ruiz was also acquainted with the project, thongh 
(savs the report of the examination) he had a conception of it different 
from the fact. Among other things, he complained of what had been 
done on the Lith May, and said that the system had many enemies, and 
thatit was necessary its friends should converse together and be ready 
to defend it. 


Antonio Clemente and several other witnesses mentioned conver- 
sations similar to those described in the preceding evidence. One 
Abarca drew up a list of seven names, which was delivered to Villamor, 
and which was entitled “ List of the individuals enrolled for the defence 
of the Constitution.” Joaquin Mediano hearing of the report that a 
Republic was to be established, suspected the desigus of Villamor, and 
gave infcrmation to the Political Chief. 


Don Felix Naya, and Don Miguel Gabara, are mentioned as hav- 
ing assisted Viliamor in making proselytes to republicanism. A con- 
versation is referred to, in which Naya is said to have proposed to 
assassinate the canons and others. Naya and Gabara deny having 
used the language attributed to them. 


On the 29th of August, the day on which the explosion was to have 
taken place, several persoms (among whom were the witnesses, Clemen- 
te, Pallaruelo, &c.) went te be Political Chiefs, and placed themselves 
under his orders for the preservation of tranquillity. 


From the above evidence, the Fiscal conceives that the Court must 
be convinced that Don Francisco Villamor has endeavoured to excite a 
popular commotion ; and besides, to establish a Republic. The defence 
of the delinquent is confined to this—that he did not speak in the sense 
which has been attributed to his words ; that it was not probable that he 
should confide in snch persons as the witnesses for the execation of so 
hazardous an enterprise ; and that, he is the friend of good order and 
humanity, as he had shown by preventing the shedding of blood on the 
5th of Mareh and the 14th of May, 1820.—He also mide some com. 
ments on the incensistency of the evidence. 


The Fiscal conclades that if Don Franciseo Villamor is to be held 
guilty of the acts or words (no papers, arms, effects, or other things, 
forming the corpus delicti) it is for the Judge to ascertan the class of 
the crime. With regard to the defender of the law, it is oniy incom. 
bent on him to present to their consideration the criminal faet accom. 
panied with its circumstances and proofs, and to call for such condign 
punishment as may be by law determined for the preservation of sucial 
order, 


Wherefore he prays that Son Francisco Villamor may be declared 
subject to the pnnishment inflicted by Articies 1,3, and 4, of the Law of 
the 28th of April, awaiting the exposition and defensus and proofs pre« 
paring on bis part, aud that be he be condemued to pay the expenses of 
process. 
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indtan News,

are ingeneral healthy. At no time, since the arrival of the Euro- 
pean Regiment here, has there been so few in the Regimental 
Hospital as at the present period. The crops around the Can- 
tonments appear. excellent, and the Ryots anticipate a full re- 
ward for their labors. 


Bombay, February 9, 1822,—The next Ships sailing from 
England from this port, will be the Saran, Captain Norton, and 
the Lorp CastLereacu, Captain Briggs; the former will get 
away between the 20th and 25th instant, and the latter about the 
Ist proximo. 


The Royal Tiger. —Respecting this reported visitant of our 
Island, a Correspondent residing on the Breach road hill, writes 
to us— 


“Thave made every inquiry and cannot discover any trace 
of him. We have a Hyena, which has been frequently seen on 
our hill, and op Monday evening last, he was seen at 9 o'clock 
upon my estate. There are also a great many Calves to be seen 
morning and evening in our. neighbourhood, and plenty of the 
younger branches of the canine species, but they are very harm- 
less.” 


We have not been able to learn that the royal brute has 
been seen by any Buropean. The report rests, as far as we can 
ascertain, on the testimony of some hamauls and ghorawallas ; 
and we are inclined to believe that their fears and ignorance have 
converted a Hyena into a Tiger.

COPE EE TELIA OEOEILOLOLOLOLG 


The Grand Jury haviug retired to choose their Foreman at the de- 
sire of Sir Francis Macnaghten, after their return into Court they were 
addressed from the Bench respecting the cases that would be submitted 
to them, and as nearly as we could collect the following is the substance 
of the Judge’s Charge. The Calendar, he observed did pot present a 
greater number of ciimes than usual, not even so many; but in point of 
degree, long as his experience had been, it excceeded any thing that 
came within his recollection. Some of the cases were of common 
occurrence and therefore did not require him to make any particular 
observations on ther; but there one or two of an unusual character. On 
one of them which wonid no doubt excite great interest, he would forbear 
making any remarks ; it would be injustice to the person whose case 
was to belaid before them. They would see the evidence, and he hoped 
after considering it, it would have a different appearance from what at 
first view it seemed to present. He did not in the course of his long 
experience recollect any similar case ; and he had to remind them, that 
the situation of this Gentleman ought not to alter the impression 
that it would naturally make upon them, It would indeed be 
proper to restrain these feelings of indignation that would involuntarily 
spring up in their minds, till they had given all the circumstances a cool 
aud impartial consideration. But if the evidence at all corresponded 
with what he had seen, they must, he thought, find a True Bill; but if 
they had the satisfaction to find the charges false or unsupported, they 
mast acquit him. 


The case of Rape was one which would require particular attention 
From the oldest times to the present day, history and experience teach 
us that this is a charge which is very easily brought ; but there should be 
evidence of something at the time of the act, to prove that the person has 
been violated. And again whatever levity might previously have taken 
place—even prostitution—would form no good ground of excuse for him, 
if it should be prove that violence at that time was actually committed. 
But as bringing such cases before the pnblic, contributes nothing to the 
purity of the public morals, the Grand Jury would not send the case to a 
Petit Jury unless they saw some réal grounds for thinking the Prisoner 
guilty. The house in which the Rape charged, was said to have been com- 
mitted, was so near another iu which people were at the time, that it ap- 
peared hardly possible any violence could have been done without some 
person hearing her eutcries. But again she says that hermouth was stop- 
ped to prevent her from making any noise. The Gentlemen of the Jury 
would have to consider whether before the stopping of her mouth there 
was a reasonable time—er if it was in her power to make an outcry. 
It has always been expected in such cases, and very reasonably expect- 
ed—that some complaint should be made to some one immediately after: 
indeed it did not seem possible that a female who had suffered so gross 
an outrage, could conceal it for any length of time. This affair hap- 
pened about one o’clock inthe day ; her mother and sister came home 
immediately after—yet it is not pretended that any complaint was made 
by her. This however must not preclude the evidence that may be ‘ad. 
duced to prove the fact of the violation, from having its due weight , 


He then proceeded to make some observations on the case of Pi- 
racy, the chief difficulty of which was to discover the real motives 
of the person implicated. He took the Ship ont of Madras Roads ; butif 
for the purpose of ranning away with her, he steered a course which did 
not seem possible any human being in his senses should have done, He 
proceeded with her to Penang, where one should think he mnst have 
known he could not escape detection; whereds in such a case it would 
have appeared a more rational course to have made for the Coast of South 
America, He behaved in the most outrageous manner to bis crew, in- 
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stead of trying to conciliate them by kind and soothing treatment, as 
he should have done to induce them to join him in such an enterprise. 
Tn short it seemed a case of mental derangement more than any thing 
else ; but it would be for the Grand Jury to judge, if he had any rational 
motives for his conduct, what they were, and whether or not he carried 
away the vessel with a felonious intention.

Further Translations from the Moon of Intelligence. 





Letter addressed to the Editor by a Correspondent desirous of having 
New Roads opened.—I have been lately in Calcutta, and being ac- 
quainted with a certain singular circumstance, I take the liberty to 
inform you of it. It was bunt the other day that I called apon an old 
English friend of mine, and after a long conversation told him that I 
felt a secret satisfaction in seeing the English take so much pains to 
promote the happiuess of their subjects, excepting in one point; he 
interrupted me with, “* What is it?’ This city of Calcutta, added I, is 
divided into two parts; the southern division, from its being chiefly 
inhabited by Europeons, is called Jngrajtollak, and the other, or nor- 
thern division, Bengalleetollah (or the Bengalee quarter). In the former 
one there are several fine large roads intersecting one another, and 
constably filled with chariots, horses, elephants, and palanguins, and 
various nations differing almost every respect. The sight of these things, 
with the free circulation of air which the inabitants of that division en- 
joy, greatly tend to amase and gratify their minds, and consequently ren- 
der them less exposed to diseases. Of these comforts the occupiers of the 
latter division (Bengaleetoliah) are unfortunate deprived. Therefore 
were the English to have three or foursuch roads made in the Bengallee- 
tollah, the inhabitants thereof might be freed from the frequeut diseases 
to which they are subject, and live happy under their wise govern- 
ment. “This they have already begun upon,” replied the gentleman, 
“but their progress is impeded through the waiice of the people of 
this country. For the Lottery Committee having undertaken at a 
great expense to open a new road for the improvement of the 
city of Calcutta, and the good of the citizens, have easily succeeded 
in leading it through the Ingrejtollah; since every gentleman in 
that quarter whose house obstructed its passage, gave it up with 
great pleasure on receiving its due price or somewhat less, having 
before him the agreeable prospect of such improvements. But we 
thiak it impossible to meet with equal success, or even succeed 
at all in the other division ; for when the proprietor of a house which falls 
into the line of road, is desired to accept of its just value, and give it up, 
in hope of enjoying a great many pleasures after the road shall have 
been completed, one says that he woald not give up his a house, even 
although he were to receive three times the amount already offered; 
another, that he would consider of it or sell his house; and again a 
third, secing that the road is about to pass by his house or piece of 
ground, cherishes in his mind the idea of making the utmost profit by it, 
though a little before he was perbaps willing enough to dispose it of at 
alow price. And what is still more surprising, is, that because for 3 
or three cottohs of ground 150 or 200 rupees per cettoh are given, 
(io consideration that small spots of grovad can procure magy pur- 
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chasers) they also, who have 4 or & liggahs over which the read is 
to pass, expect to be paid at the above rate. One again, determined to 
have twice the real value, presents a petition, complaining that the 
superintendents of the roads are very unjust in not having given him the 
proper value of his house ; and that he will therefore throw himself on 
the mercy of a Jury. The Members of the Lottery Committee thinking 
that if they were to have his house taken down by paying its due 
value, without referring it to the Jury (as desired by the petitioner 
almost every individual, without the least hesitation, would charge the 
rulers of the country with injustice, it consequently behoved them 
(tho’ not without the expense of 160 rupees) to appoint a Jury; 
and they then approve his petition, and tell him that the price fixed by 
the Jury will be granted him by the Lottery Committee. Aceordingly 
a day is appointed for the jury to assemble, who having made themselves 
acquainted with all the particulars begin to judge of the affair with im- 
partiality, and at last pronounce their verdict, since nothing else will sa- 
tisfy the petitioner. Some- remain contented with the small sum al- 
lowed by the jury, though they were at first offered a larger one ; others 
wish to enrich themselves by disposing of their small spots of ground, 
at a high rate, since without them, they think the road must remain un- 
finished ; while others again, without any consideration, accuse the go- 
vernment of injustice and oppression, and are led to believe, \that by 
their ground being thus taken from them, they are to be banish- 
ed from this country. From this we cannot expect the completion of 
the new road, nor that of any other in the Bengalleetolloh.” 1am qnite 
astonished at this account of the gentleman ; for how is it possible that 
one uation should meet with so many obstructions from those very per- 
sons for whose good they are labouring in every possible manner to open 
anewroad. To remedy the evils arising from this practice, I most ear- 
nestly beg of you (the Editor of the Moon oF INTELLIGENCE) to insert 
the above in your paper. 


Imposters (Letter to the Editor.) Sur,—I have read an account of an 
imposter in your last number ; I now communicate you that of another 
which I hope you wil! kindly insert in the Moon or INTELLIGENCE 
One in the dress of a learned man coming to me the other day address- 
ed me thus: “* I understand that you have no child, and are very sorry 
for it; Lhowever, am possessed of a divine gift whereby I can render 
your barren Wife fruitful.” Upon this I asked him whether or 
not this would cost me any thing; and the pious man told me that 
it would not be attended with any very great expense, only the 
small sum of two or three thousand rupees; aud he at the Same time 
mentioned the names of four or five rich persons on whom he said he had 
bestowed sons by meaus of his long prayers. I requested him to shew 
me something as a specimen of his great powers, before I should give 
him the money ; apon which he said, ‘‘ Get me every thing ready for my 
prayers; and a hondred and eight red flowers of the laurel tree; 1 shall 
by worshipping the gods with them, turn the redness. of these flowers 
into whiteness! At these words my friends and reiations readily pro- 
vided him with every thing necessary for performing his devotion ; and 
he then sat down to his prayers ; and after a long time, with tears in his 
eyes, begged for a little fire te offer up his oblations ; and soon after 
brought us all the flowers abovementioned turned white. This circum. 
stance astonished every body and naturally drew from them the expres- 
sion, “ This min certainly is. what he represents himself to be ; that is, 
a Saint.” However, I could not help suspecting that this must certainly 
have been performed by a nataral propeity of some substance, and at 
last finding that the flower smelled of sulphur, I sent a man into the 
Bazar to get me a piece, This alarmed the Saint, and he imme- 
diately after, went under some pretence to the outside of the house 
with a pot of water in his hand ; and never more returned, I after- 
wards made the experiment with the same success ; viz. I turned myself 
a red flower into a white one; but all that I have to tell you is, that I 

have lost my water-pot into the bargain. 


A Tiger caught in a snare.—In the month of January last, a Tiger 
coming into the district of Bodcoollah near Oolob, killed a bull one night. 
Two or three days after, when darkness had covered the face of nature, 
as five or six persons were sitting close to a fire in the cow-house con- 
versing together, while the cows were confined in an enclosure hard by, 
the very same tiger leapt into it, and seized a cow. This frightened 
away the other cows into different parts, and some of the people that 
were inside the cow-honse went up on the beams of it, while the others 
lay by the fire-side, half dead with terror ; but the tiger having remained 
there for an hour to eat up the cow he had killed, went away.

Hopn Bull his own Chantpion, 


After the lame and impotent Defence set up in Jonn Butn’s be- 
half by the “Oxp FasHtonep Lover or Justice,” reprinted in our 
Paper of yesterday, it was right that the original advocate of Mr. 
Bouts’s Transmission should speak for himself. He nas done so, and it 
is but justice that we should let oar Readers see the whole of what he 
has to say in his own behalf. It is contained in the following 


“NOTICE TO CORRESPONDENTs. 


We are sorry we cannot publish the Letter signed Jus, notwith- 
standing the great ability displayed in it. It would lead to uupleasaut 
controversy, which would neither gratify us, nor our readers, and 
which we are sure our Correspondent on reflection, would not willingly 
encourage. In publishing the Letter of Josepm the 2d to Hypee Atty, 
we certainly did not intend to give offence to any individual, aud had no 
idea whatever, that it would lead to au attack upon our motives. We 
gave it to the public as a curious literary and historical Document, and 
as such we believe it will be considered by every man of e lucation iu 
India, and Europe. What we said of Mr, Bours, is on record. His cha- 
racter in this country, is pretty well known. His continuance in it, du- 
ring six years, “ was one continued scene of complaints, replies, repri- 
mands, and contentions,” and the Government was at length compelled 
to seud him oat of it. Have we fabricated these facts to injure the me- 
mory of a man of integrity aud talent? We have not. They are allon 
record, Have we fabricated the letter of Josepu the 2d Emperor of 
Germany, to Hyper ALLY, in which Mr. Bors is called the Emperor's 
subject, aud Protribune? (SuByrrus noster er Protrisuns WiAeEL- 
mus Botts.) We have not. The Document was found among the Pa- 
pers of Tippoo Sooltan, a few days after his death, and is now in onr 
possession, and may be viewed at any time by any Gentleman. With 
these plain facts of the case, which we stated as plainly and openly in our 
Paper of the 23d, we certainly did not believe that we were subject- 
ing ourselves to a charge of unworthy or disingenuous proceedings, or 
that any Gentleman could be found, who could for a moment con- 
sider us capable of sueh proceedings, We supposed such a thing 
impossible, and cannot even now, persuade onrs:lves that the writer 
of the observations in question, intended toimpute unworthy motives 
to us.—We have nothing more to say on this subject, and 
we hope aud believe that nothing more is necessary. Our conduct is 
before the public, and the public will judge and decide onit. Welove 
decorum, and would be guided by discretion : but it is not the form only 
of those virtues, refined through certain strainers, that we would pre- 
serve, it is the spirit of them. We would have gentteness without timi- 
dity, and decision without presumption. We would act asa GenrTLe- 
MAN SHOULD ACT, attentive to the decencies of Society and of common 
life, and of the priuciples, by which all men, however situated, must in- 
discriminately be comducted. These are the principles we profess. These 
are the principles we shail follow.” 





On this, as nsual, we must say something; but that something 
shail be as brief as possible. We believe that in publishing the Letter 
of Joseph IL. no oifence was meant to any individual, nor could the 
mere publication of thai Letter give offence to any one. The documenst 
is no doa: acurious one; noone attempted even to insinuate the con- 
trary; aad as to the idea of its being “ fabricated to injure the memory 
of aman of integrity and talent,”’ such a notion could never have been 
entertained by any one but the persoua who gow first suggests it, 
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If Joun Butt had confined himself to criticising Joseph the Se- 
cond’s Latin, we should neither have objected to} his animadversious, 
nor quarrelled with the applause which his display of erudition might 
have procured him. We are not prepared to defend the Latinity even 
of Magna CHARTA. But when we found that something more “ cor- 
rapt and anwarrantable” than the word Protribunus, aud more “ barba- 
rous” than the word proficua, was involved in the discussion, we were 
bound by every motive that ought to actuate an English ‘* Gentleman” 
to interpose, aud rescue not merely the character of Mr. Borrs, but 
the noblest and dearest part of the Constitution itself trom being dis. 
graced and trampled on. We would act *‘ As A GENTLEMAN SHOULD 
acr” who thinks Trial by Jury the inviolable safeguard of the subject ; 
not as one who thinks it “decent” to justify the violation of it, and 
tear men from their homes, their families, their fortune, and their friends, 
by force of bayonets, untried, andeven unheard! ‘These are the prin- 
ciples we profess. These are the principles we shall follow.” 

But let us look more closely at Joun Butt’s last shift. ‘‘ What we 
said of Mr. Bouts is on record.” Is it on record that he dibelled the Go- 
veraor in Conncil? -It is not—Is it on record that Government was com- 
pelied to trausmit him? The reverse is ou recard. Is it on record that a 
man unaccused and untried can be stripped of liberty and property? 
It is not! It eaunot be! The long series of constitutional mu- 
niments must first be blotted from the record, If ‘ complaints, 
replies, reprimands, and contentions’’—were held to furnish snffi- 
cievt ground for banishment without trial, then might every Peer 
of England and every Commoner that indulged in such ‘com- 
plaints, replies, and coutentions” in Parliament, be sent under a guard 
with fixed bayonets out of the realm; and every one who dared to 
approach a Court of Justice for redress, might be handcuffed, chained, 
aud thrownioto a dungeon, The very existence of such ‘* complaints 
aud contentions” is presumptive evidence against the injustice of those 
who would stop the mouth of the complainant by forcible transportation. 


But the Verdict of an English Court and the Royal Award of the 
Kingin Councii have shewn that such arbitrary acts are invasions of the 
constitutionalJiberty of Englishmen ; and we contend ‘ without timidity” 
and with “the. spirit as well as the form” of the virtues of social life, 
that no “Gentleman,” who would justify such acts can regard the 
“decencies of society,” in any other than a selfish light, and must 
wholly lose sight of the essence of our religion as well as our laws, which 
enjoins that we should do to others as we would they should do auto us; and 
much as we doubt the zeal of Joun Butt in the interests of Civil Li- 
berty in general, we have no doubt that in case of his being himself forcibly 
seized by a Captain and Twenty-seven Sepoys, with fixed bayonets, and 
banished withont a hearing in his own defence, he would not think it 
either decent or gentlemauly, but become a convert to our opinion, that 
on whomsoever such an act might be performed it would be cruel, barba- 
rous, illegal, and abominable! We shall conclude in the language of 
our opponent, “* We have nothing more to say on this subject, and we 
hope aud believe that nothing more is necessary, Our conduct is be- 
fore the Public, and the Pablic will judge and decide on it.”
